EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—With 
the Christmas shopping sea- 
son upon us, the problem of 
parking becomes 
doubly 


acute. Interest also centers 
on the one-way street plan 
proposed 
for 
d o w n t o w n 


Dixon. 


These two topics—parking and 


one-way streets—are somewhat re- 
lated. They're vital to our one 
problem: How to better accommo- 
date commercial traffic and per- 
sons who want to "do business" 
with our merchants. If we can 
make this merchant-buyer relation- 
ship more pleasant, if a municipal- 
ity can "accommodate" those who 
want to "do business' then the 
shopper will be made happier. 
* * * 


Let's look at some aspects of 


the parking problem a* it affects 
Dixon. The city, by some stand- 
ards, has been blessed with good 
parking facilities. According to a 
recent survey by our city plan- 
ners, the city has 432 metered 
parking spaces, and 394 free 
parking stalls. In that we are a 
"liberal" city. Many municipali- 
ties are metered to the teeth, as 
It were. 
Our problem, our city planners 


say, is not acute, although a re- 
cent survey (taken on a Saturday) 
shows that 22.9 per cent of would- 
be downtown shoppers say it took 
them 10 minutes to find a suitable 
parking space. 


A total of 47.9 per cent said they 


found a parking spot in five min- 
utes or less. But the significant fact 
remains that more than 50 per 
cent said it took from 5 to more 
than 20 minutes to find a stall. If 
you know motorists, the chances 
are that some of them wound up 
unstrung by the experience. 


This is borne out by another 


section of the survey uhich re- 
vealed that 76 per cent of the 
Saturday shoppers said 
they 


would shop downtown more often 
if there was parking space avail- 
able. 
* * • 


A conclusion reached by Albert 


E. Dickens, who prepared the eco- 
nomic report for the city planners, 
was this: 


"If all downtown metered spaces 


were occupied by different cars for 
the maximum metered time during 
an eight-hour day and all non- 
metered spaces were occupied all 
day long1, parking space would ex- 
ist for 3.140 automobiles, a daily 
turnover rate of 3.8 cars per space. 
If all metered space alone, xvhich 
accounts for 54.5 per cent of the 
total, were used by different cars 
for the maximum metered time 
during an eight-hour day, space 
would be provided for 2.764 cars. 


"Metered space is not being used 


properly if it is the intent of the 
parking ordinance that a given car 
be parked only for the maximum 
time shown on the meter dial. 


"Two separate technical obser- 


vations, made at two different 
locations on two 
consecutive 


weekdays, disclosed that after 
two hours. 25 per cent of the 
name cars were parked in the 
same metered spaces and after 
three hours 12-5 per cent of the 
same cars were thus parked. On 
this basis it can be conservative- 
ly estimated that 'all-day park- 
ers' are probably a b s o r b i n g 
about 10 per cent of all curb 
metered space each day.''

Physician Describes 
Sam's Tight' Injuries 


Didn't Examine X-Rays 
Of Neck, Jury Is Told 


CLEVELAND (#>—A physician testified today Dr. Samuel H. Shep- 


pard had injuries on his mouth, face, forehead and ribs when he ex- 
amined him the day Sheppard's wife, Marilyn, was slain, last July 4. 


But as to the possibility Dr. 


Sheppard suffered a spinal injury, 
the witness said "I just couldn't 
make a diagnosis of a spinal cord 
injury." 


Reflexes Impaired 


Sheppard'.s abdominal 
reflexes 


also were impaired, said the wit- 
ness. Dr. Richard Hexter. 


He took the stand today as a 


prosecution witness against the 
Bay Village osteopath, who is 
charged with first degree murder 
in his wife's death. 


Dr. Hexter was summoned by 


the coroner on the afternoon of 
July 4, to examine Dr. Sheppard 
at Bay View Hospital. He was tak- 
en there for treatment after tell- 
ing investigators a bushy haired 
man who killed his wife also in- 
jured .him in two scuffles. 


The witness also said he spoke 


with Sheppard, and he said Shep- 
pard's responses were "normal." 


What he described as a "marked 


edema"—a swelling—appeared on 
Sheppard's right cheekbone and 
over his right forehead, Hexter 
said, and Sheppard also had a 
black eye. 


Neck Stiff 


A felt neckpad was around Shep- 


pard's neck and the osteopath 
moved his head "with some dif- 
ficulty," Hexter said. 


However, the physician contin- 


ued, he found no discoloration and 


very little swelling when the neck- 
pad was removed. 


There were several small abra- 


sions on the inside of the doctor's 
mouth, Hexter said. 


Hexter said Sheppard's brother. 


Dr. Stephen Sheppard, asked if he 
wanted to see X-rays that were 
taken of the osteopath's neck and 
spine. 


The examining physician said he 


did not, because he was no famil- 
iar with the appearance of Shep- 
pard's neck and "I thought an ex- 
amination of X-rays should be left 
more to an expert."

In Sack, Left to Starve 


The Dixon Humane Society today offered a S25 reward for infoima- 


tion leading to the arrest of the person or persons responsible for aban- 
doning seven six-week-old puppies Saturday on the Lee Huffman farm. 
north of Nachusa. 


Mrs. Pauline Evans, president of 


the society, said the reward was 
being offered for the arrest of the 
guilty so as to set an example for 
others who engage in this illegal 
practice. 


The Illinois statutes provide for 


a maximum fine of $200, under the 
cruelty to animals code, for aban- 
doning animals. 


Tied in Sack 


The puppies were found in a 


ditch in a tied sack by Huffman 
and were turned over to the Hu- 
mane Society Sunday after he noti- 
fied Sheriff John Stouffer. 


Stouffer said the facilities of his 


office and of the,. Humane Society 
will be used to prosecute the re- 
sponsible party. 


The puppies are part shepherd 


and part collie. Two of the puppies 
are black and white and the re- 
maining five are brown and brown 
and white. 


"The p e r s o n who abandoned 


these puppies must be the worst 


kind of criminal, as he left them to 
starve to death." Mrs. Evans said, 
"and how any human being could 
be so cruel and inhuman is some- 
thing we cannot understand." 


Seek Clues 


Mrs. Evans added that if anyone 


knows of anyone who had seven 
puppies similar to the ones found 
in the sack, or any possible infor- 
mation to the guilty paitv's identi- 
ty, call 2-2032. Dixon. She promised 
their name would be withheld 


She said the society has investi- 


gated hundreds of cases where 
there is abuse and neglect of birds 
and animals. She reported that the 
organization has cared for sick and 
injured dogs, cats, raccoons, rab- 
bits, birds and even a stray horse 
in the past year. 


Mrs. Evans added that the so- 


ciety nurses the sick and injured 
animals and birds back to normal 
and then finds homes lor them.

U.S. Asserts Rights in 
Water Off Formosa 


Rejects Red 
Protest Over 
Ship Buzzing 


American Reply Says 
It Will Continue to 
Protect Formosa 


WASHINGTON UP)— The 


United States today brushed 
aside a Russian protest filed 
nearly four months ago and 
said U. S. planes will continue 
to check all ships plying the 
waters around the National- 
ist Chinese stronghold of For- 
mosa. 


The State Department revealed 


the text of a brief note delivered 
to the Soviet Foieign Mimstiy at 
Moscow today in i csponse to a 
Russian protest of last August 4. 


The Soviet note had objected to 


U. S. aircraft buzzing five Soviet 
ships, one 
of them the tanker 


Tuap.'ie which was seized by the 
Nationalist Chinese June 23. 


The Russian note, after detail- 


ing incidents in which it said 
Ameiican airciaft systematically 
flew low over Soviet vessels and 
iiitled them for as much as an 
hour, asked that "necessary meas- 
ures be taken ' to stop all this. 


The American reply made no 


gestuie of denial. It said, how- 
ever, that the incidents were neith- 
er illegal nor in violation of inter- 
national law goveining fieedom of 
the high seas.

WASHINGTON 
UP)—Sen. 


McCarthy proposed t o d a y 
that the senate end its cen- 
sure debate at 3 p. m. (EST) 
Wednesday. He said he was 
prepared for whatever 
the 


senate might do. 


"In the interest of the overall 


national welfare. I suggest that no 
good can be aihievfd by (ontmu- 
mg this debate," McCarthy told 
his colleagiiea 


He said he had decided on the 


speech while he was in the Naval 
Hospital at Bethesdn, MU., for 
tieatment of an mjuied elbow. 


For 11 days, the Senate's special 


session had been m recess while 
McCarthy was in the hospital. 


Takes Floor 


Soon after the Senate reconvened 


today McCarthy, his arm in a 
sling, took the floor for his dramat- 
ic proposal that the whole matter 
be wound up quickly. 


"I am piepaied for whatever ac- 


tion the Senate may take on this 
resolution of censure," he said. 
"My colleagues. I hope, realize the 
tremendous implications and rec- 
ognize their responsibility to tha 
future. For my part, my efforts to 
expose Communist infiltration in 
government will continue regard- 
less of the outcome of the censurt 
vote." 


Quickly Approved 


McCarthy's proposal to start vot- 


ing Wednesday won quick expres- 
sions of approval from Sen. Know- 
land (Calif), the Republican lead- 
er. Sen. Lyndon Johnson iTex), tha 
Democratic leader, and Sen. Jen- 
ner (R-Ind), a leader of the pro- 
McCarthy forces. 


Unanimous consent of all sena- 


tors would be required to halt tha 
debate and vote as McCarthy sug- 
gested. 


McCarthy told the Senate that 


what he was saying' was not to be 
taken as a compromise on his part, 
and he said he was making no 
apologies for the viewpoints he has 
held. 


But he said the chaiges against 


him "boil down simply to the ac- 
cusation that I have used discour- 
teous, offensive words—uords that 
have mjuied the sensibilities of 
some of my colleagues " 


"I admit that at times I have 


been extiemely blunt in expressing 
my opinions," he continued. "I do 
not claim to be a master of words. 


"No Intention" 


"This being true. I say to those 


who feel they have been offended, 
that I had no intention in the words 
that weie used of hurting the feel- 
ings of anyone—but in the facts 
and opinions that I held, I am un- 
changed." 


A new count against McCarthy,

day. The newspaper's statement 
announced in advance Sundav by 
the Vatican's press office, said the 
Pope will take advantage of the 
period of spiritiual exercises, be- 
gun Sunday and ending on Satur> 
day in preparation for Christmas, 
to rest.

Churches Now 
At Top Strength 
Conference Seeks Ways 
To Make Power Known 


BOSTON HI—American churches 


were pictured today as standing: at 
a peak of "tremendous strength"— 
but at the same time groping un- 
certainly for ways to make that 
power felt in a topsy-turvy age. 


Enormous, swift changes in so- 


cial pattern? and "dangerous moral 
conditions'" challenge the effective- 
ness of the churches, said a key 
report to the biennial assembly of 
the National Council of Churches. 


Despite Christianity's gains "in 


institutional strength," the report 
said, there is a disturbing question 
whether churches are "more or 
less influential in American life" 
than they used to be. 


The report was for presentation 


to 2,500 representatives of 30 Prot- 
estant and Orthodox denominations 
assembled 
here 
to 
seek 
new 


methods for reinforcing' their fra- 
ternity of faith. 


"When we consider how little it 


costs to be counted among the 
church members in our country, 
\ve are troubled," the report said. 


"The average church member is 


not conspicuously different from 
the average nonmember. The aver- 
age church is so much conformed 
to the world that people are sur- 
prised if it sharply challenges the 
prevailing1 behavior of the commu- 
nity." 


The major, 6,500-word document 


on "the state of the church" was 
prepared by the council's general 
secretary, Dr. Roy G. Ross, and 
its associate general secretary, Dr. 
Roswell P. Barnes. 


It generally set forth the new 


f problems confronting Christianity 
in a modern era described as one 
of "unprecedented change" in the 
living habits of people. 


The report recited detailed sta- 


tistics of booming church growth— 
record figures in member contribu- 
tions, Sunday school attendance, 
construction and broad new pro- 
grams of church activity.

Proper Diet Sans Alcohol 
Will Help Cirrhosis Victims 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, MLD. 


Cirrhosis of the liver, a subject 


on which a number of inquiries 
have been received, is by no means 
a rare condition. In North America 
it is present m two Or three out of 
100 of those who die and is higher 
in some other parts of the world. 
In many cases, however, it pro- 
duces few if any symptom • and 
may be present but entirely un- 
suspected all during life. 


The cause of this disease of the 


liver cannot always be identified. 
In at least half of the cases, how- 
ever, it appears to be associated 
with long continued 
alcoholism. 


The word "associated" is used ad- 
visedly since it may not be the 
alcohol itself which cauaes the 
trouble so much as the poor diet of 
those who substitute alcohol for a 
balanced diet. 


INDEED THERE are many rea- 


sons to believe that nutritional de- 
ficiency is an important Influence 
in developing cirrhosis since so 
many of those who develop this 
disorder have eaten their meals 


. haphazardly and have taken insuf- 
• ficient amounts of meat and dairy 
' products. 


Symptoms of cirrhosis may be 


few or practically absent. Some- 


. times cirrhosis is associated with 
• considerable loss of weight. After 
'. months or years loss of appetite, 
- nausea and vomiting and bloating 
^ of the abdomen are quite likely to 
- appear. Low fever and mental 


changes are not unusual. In the 
advanced case the diagnosis is not 
too difficult from the symptoms 
and special tests but the early 
signs of cirrhosis may be hard to 
relate to the underlying difficulty. 


TREAT>fENT has b e e n im- 


proving. Even in those who have 
a moderately advanced disease, 
rest in bed. the prohibition of al- 
cohol, a diet rich in proteins and 
vegetabl&s, perhaps supplemented 
with certain vitamins and drugs, 
may help enormously.

CHICAGO (*— Fellow scientists 


today mournea the death of Enrico 
Fermi, self-exiled Italian physicist 
who became the architect of the 
atomic age. 


Fermi died of cancer Sunday at 


the age of 53. If he had been spared 
a few more years. Chairman Lewis 
L. Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission said, "he might have 
been saved by medical techniques 
derived from his own discoveries." 


The Nobel Prize winner's con- 


trolled release of nuclear energy 
made atomic power a reality. He 
first suggested the possibility of 
an atomic bomb to the U.S. gov- 
ernment in 1939. Three years later 
the atomic pile he built at the 
University of Chicago provided the 
key to the manufacture of the A- 
bomb. 


Private Services 


Private burial services are to be 


held today in Oakwood Cemetery, 
Chicago. 


Fermi's associates will attend a 


memorial service Friday at the 
University of Chicago's Rockefeller 
Memorial Chapel. Fermi was pro- 
fessor of physics in the university's 
Institute for Nuclear Studies. 


His death at his home near the 


university came as a shock to his 
physicist colleagues, a l t h o u g h 
many of them knew he was suffer- 
ing from cancer. 


A spokesman said Fermi's ex- 


periments with nuclear energy did 
not contribute to the disease since 
his work did not subject him un- 
duly to radioactive substances. 


Fermi showed the first symp- 


toms of illness in September after 
returning from a visit to Italy. He 
said he had difficulty swallowing. 
An exploratory operation disclosed 
cancer of the stomach which doc- 
tors called "too extensive 
for 


treatment." 


Told of Illness 


The scientist was told late in 


October that he had cancer but 
not that he was dying. 


Just 12 days before his death the 


Atomic Energy Commission named 
him the winner of its first J25.000 
special award for nuclear work. 


Son of an Italian railroad offi- 


cial. Fermi was born in Rome 
Sept. 29. 1901. He studied at the 
universities of Pisa, Leyden and 
Gottingden and became professor 
of theoretical physics at the Uni- 
versity of Rome in 1927. At Rome, 
he. and fellow scientists succeeded 
in splitting the uranium atom and 
also learned that the speed of neu- 
trons could be slowed and the 
amount of radioactivity they pro- 
duced increased. 


He was awarded the Nobel Prize 


in 193$ for his leadership in this 
work. He went to Sweden to re- 
ceive it and was criticized in the 
Italian press for refusing to wear 
a uniform or give the Fascist 
salute at the ceremony. 


Shortly afterward. Fermi took 


his wife Laura and two children to 
the United States, where they re- 
mained. 


At Columbia University, he learn- 


ed of German fission experiments 
and suggested that neutrons might 
be emitted during the process, a 
guess which suggested that such 
neutrons, bombarding other atoms 
at tremendous speed, might pro- 
duce a chain reaction. It was then 
he took his theories to the Navy 
Department. 


He directed activation of the first 


experimental atomic pile at the 
University of Chicago. His an- 
nouncement, "The reaction is self- 
sustaining," ushered in the atomic 
age.

poison in a cup of coffee. 


Doss drank the coffee and died j

Stock Market Falls Under 
Spell of Internal Revenue

NEW YORK i* — In the jargon 


of the astrologer the stock maiket 
is now in the sign of the Internal 
Revenue Service. 


This is the time of year that 


stock traders sell — and buy — 
•with income tax returns in mind. 


The new- factor will color the 


market picture, alieady compli- 
cated by the entry of the public 
as an important buying element— 
an entry which traditionally stim- 
ulates buying, and woines some 
professionals. 


Piofit taking also is an obvious

also for tax purposes.

contiol — who may be switching 
from stocks which have had not- 
able prue gains into othets which 
haven't joined the upward suige 
as vet and theiefote may promise 
better yields.

CHICAGO (ft— The trustees of 


the University of Illinois meet to- 
day to try once more to pick a 
president.

The building's janitor. S i l v i o

on the first floor of the building 
but had left before the pre-dawn 
blast. 


The owners of the Peerless Prod- 


ucts Co , Marshall Maltz. 38, and 
his father.
